REPORTERS REFLECTIONS - 
Many are still debating whether the 
g eneral wo rk week sho uld ba re­ 
duced. 
The questio n is academic if we are 
talking abo ut jo bs fo r substantially 
tv ery o ne. 
The simple fact is that using the 
new techno lo g y no t as many wo rk­ 
ers are needed to pro duce all the 
co mmo dities which can be distrib­ 
uted. This is reflected in the hard­ 
co re unemplo y ment statistics with 
which we are bo mbarded. 


When wo rkers are no t emplo y ed, 
their effectiv e purchasing po wer is 
diminished. Ev en v ario us fo rms o f 
so cial insurance include public relief, 
do no t allo w the displaced wo rker to 
hav e the same purchasing po wer 
which he had while g ainfully em­ 
plo y ed. 
This drag , plus the necessity o f tax 
mo ney to suppo rt him tm so me mar­ 
g inal basis while he is unemplo y ed, 
co mpo unds 
the 
thickening 
sludg e 
which slo ws do wn the eco no my . 
We are, in effect, taking mo ney 
fro m emplo y ed indiv iduals and fro m 
business firms and pay ing it to un­ 
emplo y ed indiv iduals, so they can 
co ntinue to be co nsumers o f the 
g o o ds pro duced. 
It is a so rt o f ro und ro bin deal. 
As the need to suppo rt mo re unem­ 
plo y ed wo rkers rises, so also must 
tax es. 
These Increased tax es make fur­ 
ther ero sio ns in the take ho me pay 
o f wo rkers and in the net pro fits, 
after tax es, o f business establish­ 
ments. 
It’s a merry -g o -ro und. 
There is no simple so lutio n. 
If the wo rk week is cut back, po s 
sibly to 30 ho urs, then all may hav e 
jo bs. The pay per week fo r indiv idual 
wo rkers canno t materially decrease 
o r we set up o ther pro blems, such 
as, a further reductio n in purchasing 
po wer. 
On the o ther hand, if wo rkers wo rk 
30 ho urs and g et the same pay as 
they fo rmerly receiv ed fo r 4 0 ho urs 
wo rk, the co st o f pro ductio n will 
spiral. 
Do mestically , 
this 
wo uld 
raise prices witho ut raising effectiv e 
purchasing po wer which wo uld hav e 
the effect o f depressing the eco no ­ 
my . And any slo w do wn in eco no mic 
activ ity wo uld thro w mo re wo rkers 
o ut o f wo rk. 
In terms o f American g o o ds g o ing 
into co mpetitio n fo r fo reig n markets, 
it wo uld be equally trag ic to raise 
prices. We hav e already all but priced 
o urselv es o ut o f wo rld markets. 


The ho rns o f the dilemma are 
clear. 
The United States has suffered 
fro m an unfav o rable balance o f 
trade, meaning we impo rt mo re 
than we ex po rt. 
The larg e buffer we hav e is the 
lev el o f o ur do mestic eco no my which 
has been able to substantially ab­ 
so rb all we pro duce. We hav e no t 
needed to be an ex po rting natio n to 
surv iv e. 
That is, this was true until heav y 
inro ads were made in o ur g o ld sup­ 
ply by o ur fo reig n aid co mmitments 
and the co st o f maintaining o ur far­ 
flung o v erseas military bases. 
No w, the U. S. has to g et ev en 
so me way . Our g o ld reserv es hav e 
dro pped 
alarming ly 
in 
the 
past 
sev eral y ears. There must be a re­ 
v ersal o f the trend so mewhere alo ng 
the line. 
And any increases in o ur co sts o f 
pro ductio n wo rk ag ainst o ur being 
able to g et so me o f o ur do llars back. 
Ano ther pro blem in so lv ing un­ 
emplo y ment, is that no t o nly the 
displaced wo rkers will hav e to be 
co nsidered 
but 
y o ung 
wo rkers 
co ming into the labo r market at 
a faster rate than ev er befo re. 
Co mpo unding this is the ev er in­ 
creasing number o f wo men enter­ 
ing the g eneral labo r market, and

AIiss Max well su ccu mbed to a 
heart ailment in New Yo rk Ho spital 
o nly a few day s after she was taken 
there a semi inv alid.

knew and lo v ed her, and by her 
leg io ns o f critics who o v er the y ears 
o f her reig n as the wo rld’s g reatest 
party -g iv er fell v ictim to her tart 
to ng ue. 


Almo st to the end Miss Max well 
liv ed her life to tile hilt, hav ing made 
her last public appearance at the 
April in Paris Ball in a Manhattan 
ho tel o nly last week. 
She was bro u g ht to the ball in a 
wheelchair. 
She wro te o f ho r friends in the 
g listening so cial wo rld in a g o ssipy 
newspaper co lu mn fo r the New Yo rk 
Jo u rnal-American. 
Thus has ended a life dedicated 
fo r many y ears to o v erco ming what 
Miss Max well fo und at the ag e o f 
12 to In* the sno bbish restrictio ns 
o f hig h so ciety . 
She o nce was to ld that her family 
was to o po o r to warrant her being 
inv ited to a party in Califo rnia. 
"I made up my mind I wo uld g iv e 
g reat parties all o v er the wo rld,” she 
later recalled—and she did. 
So o n after she co mpleted her climb 
to the to p ru ng o f the so cial ladder, 
Miss Max well’s attitu de seemed to 
chang e fro m o ne o f dedicatio n to su c­ 
cess to o ne o f enjo y ment o f her rich 
su rro u nding s. 
Do g o o d and hav e fu n,” was the 
way she o nce su mmed up her life. 
In her lifetime, Miss Max well 
ho bno bbed wi t h 
histo ry -makers 
such as Ado lf Hitler, Benito Musso ­ 
lini. Winsto n Churchill, Charles de 
Gaulle and tho u sands o f g reat but 
lesser fig u res o f wo rld pro minence. 
She has no kno wn relativ es. 
The dau g hter o f an insu rance man, 
Miss .Max well was bo rn in Keo kuk, 
Io wa, and mo v ed with her family to 
San Francisco , where she g rew up. 
She nev er was g radu ated fro m hig h 
scho o l but u nderwent additio nal edu ­ 
catio n fro m her father who had an 
av ersio n to scho o ls. She serv ed as a 
pianist in a nickleo deo n, a v au de­ 
v ille acco mpanist, partner in a Pans 
nig ht club, co nsu ltant to a dress­ 
maker and a natio nally kno wn lec­ 
tu rer. 
Her first party fo r ro y alty was 
g iv en in 1921 with Princess Helena 
Victo ria, a dau g hter o f Queen Vic­ 
to ria o f Great Britain, a s her ho n- 
o red g u est. 
She admitted that her many friends 
hig h in the so cial wo rld pro v ided her 
with lav ish estates and handso me 
limo u sines to aliet her party -g iv ing .
